Heavy 

snowfall makes 
commuting a 
difficult task 

Heavy snow blanketed 
Edmonton and area 
Wednesday morning, 
causing traffic snarls 
and delays as the region 
was pelted with upwards 
of 25 centimetres of 
snow. 

City crews hit the 
streets early in the day 
and a seasonal parking 
ban is likely coming to 
the city on Friday. 

Roadway mainten¬ 
ance director Bob 
Dunford said crews will 
first get arterial roads 
cleared and the focus on 
some of the areas where 
a roadway ban would be 
in place. 

“We don’t want to 
have a ban on if we are 
not going to be on those 
routes. 

“The ban will not be 
for tomorrow morning, 
overnight we will look 
at it, but I anticipate we 
will have a ban on for 
Friday,” said Dunford. 

The storm played 
havoc on commuters 
and by mid-afternoon 
Wednesday the Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service was 
asking people to just 
stay home. 

“If you’re already at 
work and there’s an 3 rway 
to leave work earlier 
and avoid rush hour, 
we recommend it,” said 
EPS spokesperson Lisa 
Sobchyshyn. 

Starting at 6 a.m. 
Wednesday, there were 
201 property damage 
collisions and 12 injury 
collisions reported to 
police. 

One man was killed 
in a crash on Highway 
21 and Township Road 
510 in Strathcona 
County. 

The snow also put a 
hamper on Edmonton 
Transit Service with 
delays in excess of two

While icy roads are making it 
difficult for Edmonton drivers 
to get to the pump, there’s 
good news once they fill up. 

For the first time since 
February, average gas prices 
are hovering around just one 
dollar per litre in Edmonton. 

Compared to more than 50 
other Canadian cities, Edmon¬ 
tonians are pa 3 dng the least 
for regular gas, according to 
data from the Kent Group’s 
Weekly Pump Price service. 

Edmonton’s cheap prices 
will last for a while, said 
Jason Toews, co-founder of 
Gasbuddy.com, but consum¬ 
ers should enjoy them while 


they can. 

“It will last,” he said. “It 
will last through the end of 
December and we may see 
prices come down even fur¬ 
ther yet.” 

Toews said prices will then 
rise and predicted gas will 
be close to $1.30 per litre by 
summer. 

“I think the bad news is 
that gas prices are going to 
go up starting in late January 
(and) we’re going to see them 
increase all the way through 
May,” he said. 

The reasons for the relief 
at pumps is varied, say ana¬ 
lysts. 

Alberta tends to have the 
lowest gas prices in the coun¬ 
try because of a low tax por¬ 
tion on gas, said Jason Parent, 
a senior associate at the Kent 
Group. 

Decreasing wholesale gas¬ 
oline prices combined with 
less demand for gas because 
summer is over have contrib¬ 
uted to the low prices, said 
Toews.

After two lives were lost at 
swimming pools this past sum¬ 
mer, the City of Edmonton is 
making changes to city facili¬ 
ties and has released a report 
on its aquatic safety. 

The two deaths were the 
first water-related deaths at 
city-operated pools in more 
than two decades. 

The report, which was re¬ 
leased on Wednesday, comes 
after both of the “apparent 
drownings” were reviewed by 
internal and external experts. 

While the reviews con¬ 
firmed that in both instances 
the City of Edmonton was in 
compliance with all water 
rules and standards, the city 
has implemented a number 
of additional improvements to 
make pools even safer. 

Those changes include 


introducing new signage at 
pools, enhancing website con¬ 
tent to help ensure patrons 
understand and obey pool 
rules, practising emergency 
pool clears more often and ex¬ 
ploring surveillance and warn¬ 
ing technologies that non¬ 
swimmers could wear. 

Linda Cochrane, general 
manager of commimity servi¬ 
ces at the City of Edmonton, 
said even when all safety prac¬ 
tices are met, there’s no guar¬ 


antee that there will never be 
incidents at city pools. 

“The most important mes¬ 
sage today is that water activ¬ 
ities do come with risks,” she 
said. 

While aquatic staff are 
trained and go to work every 
day with safety top of mind, ac¬ 
cidents do happen, Cochrane 
said. “I don’t tMnk that we can 
ensure or guarantee that there 
will never be submersions or 
incidents in city pools.”

Afghanistan, Edmonton public 
schools are observing Remem¬ 
brance Day in a variety of ways 
this Friday. 

While all 198 public schools 
in Edmonton are required to 
observe Remembrance Day, 
it’s not mandatoiy that all 
students attend remembrance 
ceremonies. 

Though it doesn’t happen 
often, parents can choose to 
have their child opt out of at¬ 
tending a school’s Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremony. 


“This is really a very rare 
request. If it’s requested we 
do honour parents who make 
that choice,” said Jane Sterling, 
spokesperson for the Edmon¬ 
ton Public School Board. 

In the province’s Remem¬ 
brance Day act, it states that 
all pupils shall either attend 
a school’s Remembrance Day 
ceremony or “remain in the 
school, silent, during the cere¬ 
mony.” 

That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pens if parents chose for their 


child to not attend a school’s 
ceremony, said Sterling. 

Sterling said the reasons 
why a parent may have their 
child not attend the ceremony 
vary, and could include behav¬ 
iour issues, religious determin¬ 
ation or family circumstance. 

“It may involve someone 
in the family has passed away 
and the parents are concerned 
that their child would be im¬ 
pacted by it so they just want 
to observe Remembrance Day 
as a family,” she said.

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Manslaughter. Teens 
plead guilty in fatal 
shooting of five-year-old 
on Alberta reserve 


Three teens have pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter in the 
shooting of a five-year-old boy 
on an Alberta reserve. 

Ethan Yellowbird was 
sleeping in his bed when he 
was struck in the head with a 
bullet fired at a house on the 
Samson Cree First Nation in 
Hobbema in July 2011. 

The teens are to appear in 
court again Nov. 21 to set a 
date for sentencing. 

The Crown says other 
charges of aggravated assault 
and intentional discharge of 
a firearm will probably be 
withdrawn at that time. 

The reserve had been 
plagued by gang violence for 
years before the shooting, 
and police often had trouble 
getting witnesses to talk 
about crimes. 

RCMP Insp. Charles Wood 
of the Hobbema detachment 
said that since then people 
on the reserve have been 
working well with the RCMP 
and, although gang activity 
remains prevalent, the re¬ 
sulting violence is not as bad 
as it was in 2011.

down. Wood said, as is the 
number of drive-by shoot¬ 
ings. 

“We still do have shots 
fired where occupied homes 
are struck, but again not with 
the frequency that we had 
last year.” 

Roy Louis, a band member 
who acts as a liaison with the 
RCMP, believes the reserve 
has changed for the better. 

“Children are outside play¬ 
ing,” he said. “It feels like 
a safe community after all 
these years.” the Canadian press

In addition to lasting two- 
and-a-half times longer than 
cotton-based paper biUs, the 
new notes also feature a host 
of security features designed to 
thwart counterfeiters. 

The biUs were imveiled at 
the The MiUtaiy Museums of 
Calgaiy, as the artwork on the 
notes depicts the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Vimy Memorial. 

That choice was welcomed 
by Erin McDonald, a descend¬ 
ant of Pte. John George Pat- 
tison, the only Albertan to be 
awarded a Victoria Cross for his 
efforts in the April 1917 assault 
on the strategic ridge in France. 

“I am personaUy moved that 
the Bank of Canada has chosen 
to commemorate the sacrifices 
made by my great-great-grand- 
father and over 10,000 other 
members of the Canadian 
corps who died or were woimd- 
ed there,” she said. 

But don’t expect to see the 
new biUs coming out of ATMs 
right away, said Bank of Canada 
director Bonnie DuPont, who 
noted their introduction wiU be 
“gradual.”

David Jimenez, 43, is now 
suing the Roman Cathohc 
Church, and his $3-million US 
lawsuit is scheduled to go to 
trial next year. 

Jimenez’s lawyer, Kevin 
Kitson, said he filed the law¬ 
suit in March 2011 after the 
church denied it was liable 
for the 2010 accident that 
resulted in six-figure med¬ 
ical bills for Jimenez. The bills 


were paid by charitable foun¬ 
dations, Kitson said. 

The attorney described 
the Jimenez family as devout 
Cathohcs who immigrated to 
the United States nearly 20 
years ago. 

During his delivery jobs, 
Jimenez would pull into the 
parking lot at St. Patrick’s 
Church in the city of New¬ 
burgh to pray before the out¬ 
door crucifix for his wife, who 
was diagnosed with ovarian 
cancer in 2008. 

After she was declared 
cancer-free, a grateful Jimenez 
offered to clean the crucifix. 

While holding onto the 
cross beam for balance while 
scrubbing Jesus’s face, the 
crucifix snapped off at its base. 


sending Jimenez crashing to 
the ground, Kitson said. The 
bulk of it landed on Jimenez’s 
right leg, crushing it. 

Kitson said a single screw 
was holding the heavy crucifix 
to its base. 

“There was no anchoring 
system, just that one screw,” 
he said. 

The church raised more 
than $7,000 US for Jimenez 
and his family, but Kitson said 
his chent has been unable to 
work since the accident. 

Frank Raia, a lawyer repre¬ 
senting the church, wouldn’t 
discuss the case. The church 
is part of the Archdiocese of 
New York, which isn’t named 
as a defendant, Raia said.

China-Tibet 


4 self-immolations 
in one day: Group 

Three teenage monks and 
a Tibetan woman set fire to 
themselves in China in the 
largest number of confirmed 
self-immolations protesting 
Chinese rule over the 
Himalayan region in a single 
day, a London-based rights 
group said. 

Free Tibet director Steph¬ 
anie Brigden said the group 
expects Tibetan protests to 
continue to escalate as the 
Communist Party’s congress 
— a weeklong conference 
that will imveil China’s new 


leaders — began Thursday. 

The three monks set fire 
to themselves Wednesday 
afternoon outside a police 
office in southwest Sichuan 
province, calling for free¬ 
dom for Tibet and the return 
of their spiritual leader, the 
Dalai Lama, Free Tibet said 
in a statement. 

The yoimgest monk, 15, 
died at the scene and his 
companions, both 16, were 
taken to a hospital and their 
conditions were unknown, 
said Free Tibet. 

Then in the evening a 
Tibetan woman, 23, died 
after self-immolating in 
western Qinghai province, it

Pairstranded after 
boat capsizes 

A British man and a New 
Zealand woman were 
clinging to their stricken 
yacht TTiursday in the South 
Pacific after it roUed in 
nine-metre seas and took on 
water. 

New Zealand maritime 
authorities say the 52-year- 
old man and 43-year-old 
woman left the island of 
Tonga two days ago and trav¬ 
elled about 692 kilometres 
southwest. They activated an 
emergency beacon Wednes¬ 
day evening. 


Authorities say that when 
the yacht “Windigo” rolled, 
both boaters suffered mild 
or moderate head injuries 
and the man also hurt his 
back. 

A New Zealand plane was 
able to successfully drop the 
pair a life raft early Thursday 
and establish communica¬ 
tions. Authorities say the 
pair have secured them¬ 
selves to the yacht’s stem 
and will stay there until 
forced to move to the raft. 

A French navy aircraft 
was flying to the scene and 
a New Zealand patrol vessel 
was also en route, but was 
more than a day away.

An Iraqi army officer in 
the capital, Baghdad, praised 
Obama for withdrawing U.S. 
troops from Iraq and planning 
to do the same in Afghanistan. 


Obama’s re-election “is in 
line with what the Chinese 
people want,” said Hong 
Zihan, a graduate student 
watching the results at a U.S.

In Myanmar, which is

New storm threatens

York and New Jersey faced

Academics from Britain’s lead¬ 
ing institutions say attention 
needs to be focused on the 
consequences of technology 
that may one day allow — or 
compel — humans to work 
better, longer and harder. 

Barbara Sahakian, a Cam¬ 
bridge neuropsychology 
professor, cited research sug¬ 
gesting that 16 per cent of U.S. 
students already use “cognitive 
enhancers” such as Ritahn to 
help them handle their course 
loads. Pilots have long used 
amphetamines to stay alert. 
And at least one study has sug¬ 
gested that the drug modafinil 
could reduce the number of 
accidents experienced by shift 
workers. 

But bioethicist Jackie Leach 
Scully of northern England’s 
Newcastle University worries 
that the use of such drugs 
might focus on worker produc¬ 


tivity over personal well-being. 

“Being more alert for long¬ 
er doesn’t mean that you’ll be 
less stressed by the job,” she 
said. “It means that you’ll be 
exposed to that stress for long¬ 
er and be more awake while 
doing it.” 

The report also noted bi¬ 
onic limbs like the one used 
this week by amputee Zac 
Vawter to climb Chicago’s Wil¬ 
lis Tower or exoskeletons like 
the one used earlier this year 
by partially paralyzed London 
Marathon participant Claire 
Lomas. It also touched on the 
development of therapies 
aimed at sharpening eyesight 
or cochlear implants meant to 
enhance hearing. 

Scully said any technol¬ 
ogy that could help disabled 
people re-enter the workforce 
should be welcomed but soci¬ 
ety needs to keep an eye out 
for imintended consequences. 

“One of the things that we 
know about technology hit¬ 


ting society is that most of the 
consequences were not pre¬ 
dicted ahead of time and a lot 
of things that we worry about 
ahead of time turn out not to 
be problems at all,” she said. 

The researchers also noted 
“life-logging” devices like Nike 
Inc.’s distance-tracking shoes 
or wearable computers such as 
the eyeglasses being developed 
by Google Inc. The shoes can 
record your every step; the eye¬ 
glasses everything you see. Ni¬ 
gel Shadbolt, an expert m arti¬ 
ficial Intelligence at southern 
England’s University of South¬ 
ampton, said such devices are 
as httle as 15 years away from 
being able to record every 
sight, noise and movement. 

So do you accept if your 
boss gives you one?

Fifty Shades of Grey. 

A novel explanation for 
an Ontario baby boom 


In the past week, Windsor 
Regional Hospital (WRH) 
in Ontario has delivered 80 
babies, a 30 per cent spike 
over the average. 

What’s to blame for the 
sudden baby boom? One 
hospital executive says it’s 
the popular novel Fifty 
Shades of Grey. 

“The timing is suspi¬ 
ciously close,” says David 
Musyj, president and CEO of 
WRH in Windsor, Ont. 

The erotic novel, by 
British author E.L. James, 
was released in Canada at 
the beginning of 2012. It 
chronicles an intimate rela¬ 
tionship between a college 
graduate and a business ty¬ 
coon and garnered attention 
for its explicit sex scenes. 

Although he hasn’t read 
the book or any of its se¬ 


quels, Musyj has been told 
the story “promotes in¬ 
creased levels of bedroom 
activity.” 

Musyj admits his conclu¬ 
sion is “unscientific,” but 
says there is often a correla¬ 
tion between certain events 
and spikes in the birth rate. 
The 2003 blackout led to 
an increase in births, and a 
similar pattern occurs after 
a new collective agreement 
is negotiated with any of 
the big three automakers, 
Musyj said. 

In the case of the recent 
spike, Musyj says the popu¬ 
larity of the Fifty Shades 
series is the only thing hos¬ 
pital staff could point to as 
a cause. 

“It’s not like Windsor 
had a cold winter,” he said.

A 7.4-magnitude earthquake 
rocked Guatemala on Wednes¬ 
day, killing at least 48 people 
in two provinces as it toppled 
thick adobe walls, shook huge 
landshdes down onto high¬ 
ways, and sent terrified villa¬ 
gers streaming into the streets 
of San Marcos, an idyllic moim- 
tain town near the border with 
Mexico. One himdred people 
were missing, and himdreds 
more were injured. 

The quake, which hit in the 
midst of the work day, caused 
terror over an unusually wide 
area, with damage reported in 
all but one of Guatemala’s 22 
states and shaking felt as far 
away as Mexico Gity. 

San Marcos, where more 
than 30 homes collapsed, bore 
the brunt of the temblor’s 
fury. More than 300 people, 
including firefighters, police¬ 
men and villagers, worked at 
a sand-extraction site to rescue 
seven people reported buried 
alive, including a six-year-old 


boy who had accompanied his 
grandfather to work. 

“I want to see Giovanni! 
I want to see Giovanni!” the 
boy’s mother, Francisca Ra¬ 
mirez, frantically cried. “He’s 
not dead. Get him out.” 

President Otto Perez Molina 
said more than 2,000 soldiers 
were deployed from a base in 
San Marcos to help with disas¬ 
ter relief A plane had already 
made two trips with specif 
disaster-rehef teams to the San 
Marcos area. 

He asked that civihans in 
the coimtry of 14 million stay 
put and not travel on highways 
because of landshdes and deb¬ 
ris. He also encouraged people 
in affected areas to stay outside 
and away from tah buildings. 

David de Leon, spokes¬ 
person for civil protection, told 
radio station Emisoras Unidas 
that ofi&cials were working on 
evacuations and disaster rehef 
There were four strong after¬ 
shocks by late afternoon.

First Nations 
students ousted 
from school 

Children evacuated from 
a flooded Manitoba First 
Nation are being dis¬ 
persed again — this time 
for their education. 

The 85 children from 
Lake St, Martin First Nation 
were among hundreds of 
community residents who 
were taken to Winnipeg 
after severe flooding in the 
spring of 2011. 

The kids have been 
going to school together 
in a rented building in 
Winnipeg, leased by the 
federal government. But 
the building was foimd by 
city fire ofiicials last week 
to have violated fire-code 
regulations. 

In a written statement, 
the department of Aborig¬ 
inal Affairs and Northern 
Development said it had 
to ensure the kids could 
continue their education. 

The children are now 
going to different public 
schools — a move that 
has upset the Assembly 
of Manitoba Chiefs, who 
stated in a letter to the fed¬ 
eral government that they 
will suffer from discrimina¬ 
tion.

Bike-club member 
returns native soldier’s 
Victory Medal to its 
rightful owners 


The medal awarded to a bat¬ 
tle-scarred First World War 
soldier has been returned, 
almost a century later, to his 
family in the Mohawk com¬ 
munity where he lived. 

In 1919, Pte. James Beau¬ 
vais returned from Europe 
with shrapnel in his chest 
and limited use of his left 
arm. Like all victorious Can¬ 
adian and British soldiers, he 
was awarded a Victory Medal 
before being discharged. The 
postwar period was filled 
with tragedy. 

He suffered from chron¬ 
ic physical pain and emo¬ 
tional anguish that would 
be described today as post- 
traumatic stress disorder or 
“shell shock.” 

He abandoned his wife 
and young daughter and 
drifted out West. Within a 
decade Beauvais was dead. 
He was buried in a modest 


grave, more than 2,000 kilo¬ 
metres from home. 

Now his medal has com¬ 
pleted a long journey home. 

It was returned several 
weeks ago to his great-niece, 
Lynn Beauvais, at the Royal 
Canadian Legion branch in 
Kahnawake, Que. 

The story of its path home 
includes a motorcycle club 
and eBay. 

Normand Carrieres, a 
part-Wendat who rolls as a 
part-time biker in the Roll¬ 
ing Thunder club, routinely 
checks the online auction 
sites for bike parts, medals 
and military memorabilia. 

The medal, listed “WWl 
Victory Medal to Native 
Canadian, Pte. James Beau¬ 
vais,” jumped out. He had 
read Johnny Beauvais’ book 
“Kahnawake: A Mohawk 
Look at Canada, Adventures 
of Big John Canadian.” 

His motorcycle club. Roll¬ 
ing Thunder, is closely tied 
to veterans’ causes. Through 
the club, Carrieres developed 
a kinship with a number of 
aboriginal veterans across 
North America. They in¬ 
cluded Gene Montour, the 
district commander of the 


Kahnawake Legion branch. 

Carrieres won the medal 
with four seconds left in the 
eBay auction. After the auc¬ 
tion, Carrieres heard that the 
Beauvais were looking for 
the person who had won it. 

He learned the news 
while buying cigars at one 
of Kahnawake’s contraband 
cigarette shops. 


He contacted the local 
newspaper, the Eastern Door, 
and set up a meeting with 
Lynn Beauvais. 

Lynn Beauvais was moved 
to near tears when Carrieres 
returned the family heir¬ 
loom. 

“It felt like he (James) was 
making it happen,” Lynn 
Beauvais said of the discov¬ 


ery. 

The final step for her and 
her sisters will be to trans¬ 
port James’ remains back to 
Kahnawake. 

If it is not too expen¬ 
sive, she says, she wants to 
travel to Winnipeg with soil 
from the community and ex¬ 
change it with some from his 
grave, the Canadian press

Teach kids 
not to stand 
by: Expert 



There’s no quick fix to stop 
bullying, but appeabng to 
kids’ empathy and urging 
them not to stand passively 
by is a good start, says a 
researcher on the subject. 

Dr. Claire Crooks, who 
studies bull 3 dng at the 
University of Windsor and 
Toronto’s CAMH Centre 
for Prevention Science, 
says depriving bullies of 
their audience is key. Most 
bullying occurs in front of 
peers and is committed by 
kids looking for attention. 
They also do it to make 
people laugh, which makes 
them feel powerful. Young 
bystanders who stand up 
to bullies or report bullying 
to adults are an effective 
deterrent, she says. 

“Research is finding 
that kids who intervene in 
bullying are more likely 
to say their parents expect 
them to do that,” she said. 
“So, just by talking to your 
children about what you 
expect them to do when 
someone else is getting 
picked on, that can have an 
impact.” 

It’s more difficult to 
imderstand the role of the 
online bystander. 

“It’s easier for kids to 
cyberbully than bully be¬ 
cause there’s that anonym¬ 
ity,” she said. “One thing’s 
becoming clear — with 
cyberbuUying, there really 
needs to be a joint response 
with parents, communities 
and police. So many of 
these cases are crossing the 
line into cybercrime.”

After reading some vile, an- 
on 3 mious onhne comments. 
Conservative MP Dean Del 
Mastro has decided the gov¬ 
ernment should consider end¬ 
ing people’s ability to post an- 
on 3 miously on the Internet. 

“One of the best ways to end 
online and electronic bull 3 dng, 
libel and slander would be to 
force people posting hurtful 
comments to properly identify 
themselves,” he posted on his 
Facebook page on Oct. 25. 

He brought the same mes¬ 
sage to the House of Commons 


when he suggested banning 
anonymity wouldn’t get in the 
way of free speech. 

“While I beheve firmly that 
the right to free speech must 
be strongly defended and pro¬ 
tected, I also believe it should 
be backed up by the common 
decency to stand by one’s 
words as opposed to hiding 
behind online anonymity,” he 
said. 

Del Mastro declined Metro’s 
request for an interview on 
the issue, so it is imclear what 
specific actions he thinks the 
government should take or 
how banning Internet anonym¬ 
ity could be enforced. 

Nathalie Des Rosiers, a law¬ 
yer with the Canadian Civil lib¬ 
erties Association, says judges 
would strike down a law that 
prohibits anon 3 miity online. 

“It’s difficult to imagine 
how we can protect freedom of 
expression without protecting 
some form of anonymity with 
websites and comments on¬ 
line,” she said. “It’s essential to 
recognize that good intentions

of having people stand by their 
words chill and prevent many 
useful expressions that cannot 
be done publicly.” 

People choose to be an- 
on 3 mious onhne for many 
constructive reasons, she said. 
They include being a whistle¬ 
blower, reporting incidents of 
bullying or just having a social 
or pohtical conversation that 
they would not want their fam- 
ihes, friends or employers to 
know about. 

“In my view, the real an¬ 
swer to vitriohc, terrible, nasty 
comments on the web is not to 
engage with them,” she said. 
“The people who do vitriohc 
things — their greatest reward 
is when we respond and give 
them an additional platform.” 

Des Rosiers suggests teach¬ 
ing kids to be “resihent” 
against buhying would help 
them in a way that wouldn’t 
deprive them of their rights. 

Del Mastro isn’t the only 
politician talking about buhy¬ 
ing. The NDP is asking for the 
federal government to strike 
an all-party committee to cre¬ 
ate a National Anti-Buh 5 hng 
Strategy. MP Dany Morin said 
the idea would be to consider 
the best means of combat¬ 
ing buh 3 hng and then create 
a plan. But at this point he is 
unwilhng to get into specifics 
about what the strategy might 
contain. 

A senate committee is 
studying cyberbuhying, but the 
report, originally scheduled for 
release in October, has been 
delayed.

Privacynot 
a shield from 
the law 

The right to privacy 
doesn’t extend to anon 3 mi- 
ous bullies, Ontario’s 
privacy commissioner says. 

“Obviously, I’m a great 
believer in privacy — I’m 
the privacy commissioner 
— but I think you forfeit 
your right to privacy when 
you go onhne to victim¬ 
ize someone else,” Ann 
Cavoukian said. “Privacy 
isn’t there to enable you to 
do unacceptable behaviour 
that is harmful to others.” 

Cavoukian urges 
parents, teachers and stu¬ 
dents to discuss bull 3 hng 
pubhcly, while respecting 
the privacy rights of the 
victim. For example, teach¬ 
ers can help deter bullying 
by pubhcizing incidents 
and the consequences 
perpetrators face, but 
refrain from naming the 
bullies and victims. 

She beheves pohce have 
all the laws they need to 
pohce bullying when it be¬ 
comes criminal and trace 
anon 3 mious cyberbulhes.

On his days off, RCMP Const. 
Tad Mihnine of Surrey, B.C., 
talks to small groups of stu¬ 
dents about bullying. On the 
job, he’d hke to have more 
power to uncover cybercrim¬ 
inals more qmckly. 

“I’m not saying divulge 
eveiyone’s personal infor¬ 
mation — I’m far too busy 
to just be nosy — but if I 
need to know information 
because somebody’s receiv¬ 
ing a death threat through 
the computer, to get a war¬ 
rant for that or a production 
order for that, it takes a long 
time,” he said. 

Mihnine, and many 
pohce services, support 
a Conservative bih that 
would make Internet service 
providers disclose a user’s 
name and information to 
pohce without a warrant. 



Some companies already do, 
Mihnine says. 

“Facebook is our best 
friend when it comes to 
investigations,” he said. “If 
there’s something serious, 
or imminent danger to a 
youth, Facebook will give us 
all the information within a 
day. They’ll give us eveiy- 
thing. There’s no warrants, 
no production orders — 
they’re terrific.”

Lookbeyond 
laws to end 
bullying: Teens 

A group of students brought 
a message for Canadian poht- 
icians studying cyberbuhying: 
Laws won’t stop it. 

Alberta teacher and anti- 
buhying activist Bih Belsey 
helped some of his students 
from Springbank Middle 
School spe^c to senators 
on a committee studying 
cyberbuhying last spring. 
Most said kids their age need 
something more concrete. 

“I just do not think that 
teenagers would hsten. It just 
does not seem real enough,” 
student Mariel Calvo said 
“What I think we should do 
is get people speaking about 
it, get people aware, and 
make sure that everybody 
knows how it harms people, 
how it consumes your life 
completely.”

said a law probably wouldn’t 
have an effect right away, but 
could help make buhying less 
sociahy acceptable. 

“For example, it is now 
illegal not to wear a seat belt, 
but, not so long ago, that was 
acceptable,” she said.

It 
would not solve everything 
and not right away, but it, 
along with other measures, 
might help.”

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A *noogie* never hurt 
me: Vice mag founder 


Long before teens posted 
nasty comments on their 
friends’ Facebook pages and 
adults took surreptitious 
photos of Walmart shoppers 
to post and mock on peopleo- 
fwalmart.com, there was Vice 
magazine. It pioneered the art 
of matching photos of regu¬ 
lar people with cutting com¬ 
ments. 

Gavin Mclnnes, a foimder 
of Vice who cut ties with the 
magazine in 2008, created the 
infamous Dos and Don’ts in 
early ’90s Montreal. A bully by 
today’s standards, he argues 
that bullying — especially 
the old-fashioned noogie and 
purple nurple — is good for 
children. 

Dos and Don’ts were photos 
taken of people out in public 

— knowingly or unknowingly 

— paired with humorous in¬ 
sults or lecherous and offen¬ 
sive comphments. It began 
when Vice was based in Mont¬ 
real and continued as a staple 
of the magazine when its 
founders moved it to Brookl 3 m 
and found worldwide success. 

“But now, with Instagram 
and all that, the whole thing 
has become moot. Everyone is 
a Dos and Don’ter,” Mclimes 
said. 


He says bull 3 dng has 
changed over time. 

“V^en I was a kid, bul¬ 
lies weren’t necessarily a bad 
thing,” he said. “You got a 
wedgie. No one wore glasses 
when I was in school because 
you’d be a ‘four-eyes.’ Now, all 
kids have glasses.” 

Mclnnes says legal at¬ 
tempts to stop cyberbull 3 dng 
won’t help children. High- 
profile cases of kids who kill 
themselves after they’ve been 
bullied are not enough to 
prove a crisis, he said. 

“To chng to that I’m sure 
sells papers and makes people 
feel special and makes people 
feel that they’re righteous, but 
the mathematical truth of it is 
it’s not a major problem and 
the worst thing you could do 
would be to try to fix this fake 
problem by regulating people. 
Sorry, someone called you fat. 
Sorry, you were bullied online. 
That’s called high school.” 

Mclnnes fondly recalls his 
childhood, when he says bul¬ 
lies were respected as tough 
guys that you’d want to be, 
and kids were tough enough 
to ride their bikes barefoot 
until their soles were like 
leather. 

“Every kid had a cast on.

It came from a woman 
whose shirt he said 
made her look like she 
had “penis tits.”

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U.K. plans direct talks 
with Syrian rebels 
as violence escalates 


Damascus clashes. 

U.K. PM Cameron 
says Obama win is an 
opportunity to do more 
to stop ongoing conflict 
in war-torn Syria 


Syrian rebels made a new push 
into Damascus on Wednesday, 
clashing heavily with troops in 
the rebellious suburbs of the 
capital and firing mortars at a 
presidential palace and a Pales¬ 
tinian refugee camp, activists 
said. 

The regime stronghold of 
Damascus has seen a surge 
in violence this week with 
some of the fiercest clashes 
in months. In recent days, op¬ 
position fighters also stepped 
up assaults on high-ranking 


supporters of President Bashar 
Assad in the capital. 

The rebels also have been 
tiying to break the resistance of 
a pro-government Palestinian 
faction, which could drag the 
half-million Palestinian refu¬ 
gees in Syria into the civil war. 

The new challenge from 
rebels in the capital comes as 
the U.S. and Britain take steps 
to bolster the fragmented Syr¬ 
ian opposition. British Prime 
Minister David Cameron said 
his government planned to 
change its policy and deal dir¬ 
ectly with opposition mihtaiy 
leaders. Previously, Britain has 
had contacts only with exile 
groups and political opposition 
figures inside S 32 ria. 

Rebels fired several mor¬ 
tar rounds at the Syrian 
president’s residence in cen¬ 
tral Damascus on Wednesday 
morning but failed to hit their 


mark, said Bassam al-Dada, an 
adviser to the commander of 
the Free S 32 rian Army, Col. Riad 
al-Assad. 

“This was a veiy special 
operation that was planned for 
a while,” al-Dada said by tele¬ 
phone. 

There are two presidential 
palaces in Damascus. One is 
located in Muhajireen dis¬ 
trict in northwestern part of 
Damascus, and is known as 
the Muhajireen Palace. The 
other residence is known as 
the People’s Palace and it’s lo¬ 
cated on Moimt Qasioun, over¬ 
looking the capital. 

Before the uprising began 
last year, Assad was known to 
spend much of his time at the 
Muhajireen Palace, although 
he used the sprawling com¬ 
pound on Qasioun moimtain 
to receive dignitaries.

Syria. Western efforts to 
push out Assad ramp up 
in wake of U.S. election 


Western efforts to oust Syrian 
President Bashar Assad sl^ed 
dramatically Wednesday, with 
Britain annoimcing it will deal 
directly with rebel militaiy 
leaders. A Turkish official also 
said his nation has held discus¬ 
sions with NATO alhes, includ¬ 
ing the United States, on using 
Patriot missiles to protect a safe 
zone inside Syria. 

The developments came 
within hours of President Bar¬ 
ack Obama’s re-election. U.S. 
allies anticipate a new, bolder 
approach from the American 
leader to end the deadlocked 
civil war that has killed thou¬ 
sands of people since an up¬ 
rising against Assad began in 
March 2011. 

U.S. officials said Patriots or 
other assets could be deployed 
to Turkey’s side of the border 
for defensive purposes against 
possible incursions, mortar 
strikes and the like. 

But Washington isn’t pre¬ 
pared to send any such equip¬ 


ment inside Syria, which would 
amoimt to a violation of sover¬ 
eignty and a significant mihtaiy 
escalation, said the officials, 
who spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they weren’t 
authorized to speak pubhcly on 
the matter. 

like Britain, American of¬ 
ficials are considering meeting 
with rebel mihtary command¬ 
ers. If the contacts were to hap¬ 
pen, they would be most likely 
conducted by Robert Ford, the 
former U.S. ambassador in 
Damascus, who is currently 
in Doha for Syrian opposition 
tahcs, a U.S. official said. But no 
final decision has been made. 

British Prime Minister David 
Cameron, visiting a camp for 
Syrian refugees in Jordan, said 
the U.S., Britain and other al¬ 
hes should do more to “shape 
the opposition” into a coher¬ 
ent force and open channels of 
commimication directly with 
rebel mihtary commanders.

Syrian medical 
group: Assad 
regime is 
diverting most 
aid to injured 
government 
supporters 

President Bashar Assad’s 
regime is confiscating 
much of the medical aid 
that the Syrian Arab Red 
Crescent in Damascus 
tries to distribute, a 
spokesman for a Syrian 
medical aid group said 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Tawfik Chamaa, a 
Syrian doctor in Geneva 
and spokesman for the 
Union of Syrian Medical 
Relief Organizations, 
said that as much as “95 
per cent of everything 
that is sent to Syrian Red 
Crescent headquarters 
in Damascus goes to sup¬ 
port the Syrian regime” 
and is handed out main¬ 
ly to injured supporters 
of the government. 

He told reporters in 
Geneva that dozens of 
medical workers have 
been killed and more 
than 600 imprisoned 
since the conflict began 
19 months ago, but the 
ongoing aid diversion is 
a silent killer. 

The Syrian Arab 
Red Grescent has been 
virtually the only aid 
organization allowed to 
keep operating in Syria, 
where its volunteers 
have been involved in a 
wide range of aid such as 
helping to deliver food, 
setting up mobile health 
units and providing 
safe drinking water in 
schools. 

“We are witnessing 
the silent death of hun¬ 
dreds of patients who 
are being treated for can¬ 
cer, diabetes or hyper¬ 
tension or are under¬ 
going dialysis or have 
premature babies or are 
pregnant,” he said.

Need-to-know. Canada 
sets privacy guidelines 
for phone app developers 


Several Canadian privacy 
watchdogs have created a set 
of guidelines to help mobile 
developers create “privacy- 
friendly” smartphone apps. 

And they warn that faihng 
to be transparent about infor¬ 
mation collected could see de¬ 
velopers run afoul of the law. 

Federal privacy commis¬ 
sioner Jennifer Stoddart joined 
her counterparts in British Col¬ 
umbia and Alberta in releasing 
a document that explains how 
Canada’s privacy laws apply to 
mobile developers. 

Stoddart says it’s been chal¬ 
lenging to ensure everyone 
in the mobile-app industry 
knows that the rules apply to 
them. 

“Sometimes 1 get the im¬ 
pression they don’t care and 
they’re not going out of their 
way to find out. And some¬ 
times it’s a catch-me-if-you-can 
attitude,” she said in an inter¬ 
view.

Stoddart says any develop¬ 
er that sells an app to Can¬ 
adians must comply with the 
same privacy legislation as any 
other business.

Anti-Muslim filmmaker. 
Fraudster with 12 names 
in trouble for using more 


Prosecutors could provide 
more details Wednesday 
about the California man 
behind an anti-Muslim film 
that roiled the Middle East 
in a case where he’s accused 
of violating the terms of his 
probation by l 5 dng about his 
identity. 

While none of the eight 
alleged violations have to do 
with the content of Innocence 
of Muslims, what prompted 
Mark Basseley Youssef to use 
at least two aliases after he 
was convicted in 2010 of bank 
fraud remains a mystery. 

The revocation hearing 
will give Youssef, 55, a chance 
to challenge any evidence 
gathered by federal author¬ 
ities since his arrest in late 
September, just weeks after he 


went into hiding when deadly 
violence erupted in Libya and 
other parts of the Middle East 
in response to the movie. 

Enraged Muslims have de¬ 
manded severe punishment 
for Youssef, with even a Pak¬ 
istani cabinet minister offer¬ 
ing $100,000 to anyone who 
kills him. 

Youssef had been sen¬ 
tenced to 21 months in prison 
for using more than a dozen 
abases and opening about 60 
bank accounts to conduct a 
cheque-fraud scheme, pros¬ 
ecutors said. After Youssef was 
released from prison, he was 
barred from using computers 
or the Internet for five years 
without approval from his 
probation officer.

Greece rages ahead 
of dire austerity vote 



Growing desperation. 

Violence erupts on 
the second day of a 
general strike that has 
all but shut down the 
struggling nation 


An anti-austerity demonstra¬ 
tion by more than 80,000 
people in Athens degenerated 
into violence Wednesday as 
himdreds of protesters clashed 
with riot pohce ahead of a cru¬ 
cial parhamentary vote on new 
spending cuts. 

The vote is the toughest 
test yet for the country’s fragile 
four-month-old coalition gov¬ 
ernment, which must pass the 
13.5-biIlion-euro ($17-biIlion) 
package to ensure Greece con¬ 
tinues receiving bailout loans 
and avoids bankruptcy. 

The measures wiU pile more 
pain on the Greeks, who have 
suffered wave after wave of 
spending cuts and tax hikes 
since their government re¬ 
vealed in 2009 that public debt 
was actually far higher than of¬ 
ficially declared. 

On Wednesday, the second 
day of a 48-hour general strike, 
himdreds hurled rocks and 
gasoline bombs at police guard¬ 
ing Parhament, who responded 
with tear gas, stun grenades 
and water cannon. 

The strike against the bill 
shut down the public admin¬ 
istration, left hospitals ftmc- 
tioning on emergency staff and 
closed schools. All ferry and 
train schedules have been can¬ 
celled until Thursday, flights 
were disrupted by a four-hour 
air traffic controllers’ strike 
and Athens was without public 
transport for most of the day. 

The austerity package is 
nevertheless expected to scrape 
through when the vote is held 
later in the night. But any de¬ 
fections or abstentions could 


severely weaken the conserv¬ 
ative-led coalition formed in 
June. 

“Today we face the most 
critical decision any govern¬ 
ment has taken in the past 37 
years,” said Prime Minister An¬ 
tonis Samaras. “Many of these 
measures are fair and should 
have been taken years ago, 
without anyone asking us to. 

“Others are unfair — cut¬ 
ting wages and salaries — and 
there is no point in dressing 


this up as something else,” he 
said, adding that Greece was, 
however, obliged to take them. 

The alternative is bankrupt¬ 
cy and financial chaos as the 
country would likely have to 
leave the 17-countiy euro bloc. 

“The alternative is much 
worse than any of these meas¬ 
ures,” said Samaras. 

The government combined 
has 176 of Parliament’s 300 
seats, and needs a simple major¬ 
ity of those present to pass the

Days away 
from true 
bankruptqr 

Greece’s next bailout- 
instalment of 31.5 billion 
euros, out of 240-bilhon- 
euro total, is aheady 
months overdue. Without 
it, the prime minister says, 
Greece will run out of 
money on Nov. 16. 

If Athens cannot raise 
sufficient funds, it will 
quickly find it impossible 
to pay its huge debts. As 
well as pushing the country 
out of the euro, this could 
trigger a nightmare of bank 
runs, h 3 q)erinfiation and 
currency depreciation that 
would vapourize savings 
and put basic goods out of 
the reach. 

The measures include 
pension cuts and tax hikes, 
an increase in the retire¬ 
ment age and laws that wiU 
make it easier to fire civil 
servants who are currently 
guaranteed jobs for life. 

Even if Parliament ap¬ 
proves the legislation, it is 
unlikely Greece will receive 
the next instalment in time 
for the Nov. 16 deadline.

However, there is a threat 
of more dissenters, particularly 
from the Socialist party. 

The reforms aim to lower 
pubhc debts but will in the 
process also hurt the economy, 
which is set to enter a sixth year 
of recession with unemploy¬ 
ment at a record 25 per cent.

L,A, County voters 
approve mandating 
condom use by 
porn performers 

Los Angeles County voters 
have approved a measure 
requiring porn perform¬ 
ers to wear condoms while 
filming sex scenes, prompt¬ 
ing a pledge by the adult-en¬ 
tertainment industry to sue 
to overturn the measure. 

With 100 per cent of 
the county’s precincts 


reporting, Measure B passed 
56 per cent to 44 per cent in 
Tuesday’s election. 

The measure requires 
adult-film producers to 
apply for a permit from 
the county Department of 
Public Health to shoot sex 
scenes. Permit fees will 
finance periodic inspec¬ 
tions of film sets to enforce 
compliance. 

The AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation, which spon¬ 
sored the initiative, says the 
measure will help safeguard 
the public, as well as porn 
workers, from sexually 


transmitted infections. 

But the adult-film indus¬ 
try, which is largely centred 
in the San Fernando Valley 
in suburban Los Angeles, 
says the requirement is un¬ 
necessary since the industry 
already polices itself by 
requiring performers to 
undergo monthly tests for 
HfV and other infections. 

The industry also says 
porn viewers will not watch 
sex scenes with condoms, 
forcing adult-film producers 
to relocate to where they 
can make movies that will

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No intent 
to kill with 
hammer, 
defence says 


Trial. Toby Land’s

Toby Land snapped and lost 
control when he unleashed 
a series of hammer blows to 
Dominic Doyon on May 4, 
2009, but didn’t mean to kill 
him, a defence lawyer argued 
Wednesday. 

Anne Weinstein made her 
closing arguments in the de¬ 
fence of her client who is on 
trial for second-degree mur¬ 
der. She pushed for the juiy 
to find Land guilty of man¬ 
slaughter and not murder. 

Land told the jury he used 
a hammer to strike Doyon in 
the head and hands while on 
a drinking binge in their Ot¬ 
tawa apartment. The alterca¬ 
tion started when Land con¬ 
fronted Doyon about dating a 
15-year-old girl. 

Land was sexually abused 
as a child around the same 
age. Seeing Doyon and the 
girl without their shirts that 
night was “a catalyst which 
set off the first wave of what 


would result in a cascade of 
emotions once Toby’s already 
precarious self-control was 
completely broken down,” 
said Weinstein. 

In the weeks leading up 
to the incident. Land said he 
thought it was inappropriate 
for the girl to be in the apart¬ 
ment while others were drink¬ 
ing and smoking marijuana. 

Land’s lawyer said Land 
did not know Doyon was hav¬ 
ing sex with the girl until 
the night of the incident. It 
was then when he regarded 
Doyon as a pedophile, she 
argued. 

Land went beyond what 
was required to defend him¬ 
self after Doyon brandished a 
sword, she said, but empha¬ 
sized that Land did not mean 
to kill his roommate. His 
other roommate, Carl St. Cyr, 
who earlier pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter, admitted to 
striking Doyon with alum¬ 
inum crutches and the sword. 

In a video played in court 
earlier in the trial, the jury 
watched Land sob during 
an interview with Det. Sean 
Gordon shortly after turning 
himself in. 

“Is that the image of 
someone who had commit¬ 
ted intentional murder or the 
image of a broken young man 
overcome with the remorse 
of having taken a life?” said 
Weinstein. 

The trial continues.

It won’t come as a surprise 
to know that it’s pretty dif¬ 
ficult to predict where the 
stock market is headed. If we 
knew what would happen, 
we all would have sold our 
tech stocks in 2000; we would 
have exited the market in 
mid-2008; and we would have 
all jumped back in March 
2009. 

While bad economic news 
out of Europe does negatively 
impact markets, and while 
investors are worried about 
Tftnerica’s fiscal issues, it’s 
foohsh for the average person 
to make bets based on what 
may or may not happen in 
the world. 

The only way to really 
“play” the market is by in¬ 
vesting in reliable, revenue¬ 
generating companies for the 
long-term. 

What makes a company 
reliable? Typically, the best 
companies to own are in sec¬ 
tors that are impervious to 
an economic downturn. Food 
companies, for instance, do 
well in downturns because 
people always need to eat. 
Telecoms outperform too — 
no one wants to give up their 
Internet. 

Dividend paying compan¬ 
ies have also been proven 
to be less volatile than non- 
3 delding companies. The 
dividend — a payout by the 
company to shareholders 
— is often a focusing force 
for executives. They need to 
be prudent with their com¬ 
pany’s money; if they’re not, 
and the dividend gets cut, in¬ 
vestors will want to sell. 

Large, multinational 
brand name companies do 


well over the long-term too. 
Their size make it less likely 
that they’ll go bankrupt; 
their international footprint 
means they have multiple 
avenues for growth and their 
brand name will keep people 
coming back for more. Think 
McDonald’s, Coke and Proct¬ 
er & Gamble. 

Whether you pick stocks 
or invest in mutual funds, 
these types of “blue chip” 
stocks should form the basis 
of most people’s portfolios. 
Some investors, though, may 
want to boost returns by buy¬ 
ing what’s called “growth” 
stocks. 

These are often small com¬ 
panies — with a market cap¬ 
italization of under $1 billion 
— they’re in cyclical sectors 
that outperform during boom 
times and they’re companies

with incredible growth. They 
are more volatile than blue 
chips, but, as the famous 
investing adage goes, risk 
equals reward. 

It’s actually a good idea to 
hold both. Large-cap stocks 
tend to appreciate slowly, 
though the dividend will 
help boost returns, while the 
share prices of small-caps can 
increase quickly. A combina¬ 
tion should give you some 
growth without putting your 
entire portfolio at risk.

If you’re checking out 
a potential buy online, 
here are three numbers 
to look out for. 

P/E: A company’s price- 
to-earnings ratio tells 
people how much an 
investor is willing to pay 
per dollar of earnings. 
Very generally, a P/E 
ratio lower than the mar¬ 
ket P/E means a stock is 
cheap; if the metric is 
above, the company may 
be expensive. 

Dividend Yield: This 
number tells you how 
much money the com¬ 
pany is giving back to 
shareholders. It often 
has two numbers next 
to it — the first is the 
dividend per share, the 
second is the annual 
yield. 

Price: The share price is, 
of course, important, but 
it shouldn’t drive your 
investment decision. 
Apple costs $576, but 
it’s trading at a cheap 
13 times P/E. Look at the 
share price, then look at 
metrics such P/E to deter¬ 
mine if the company is 
worth buying.

Ask any expert and they’ll 
tell you not to try and time 
the market. If you stick to 
solid businesses that will per¬ 
form well in any economic 
environment, then your port¬ 
folio will eventually rise.

In the time since his last 
album, Ne-Yo has become a

Late in Steven Spielberg’s 
Lincoln, when Honest Abe 
(as played by Daniel Day- 
Lewis) is wrestling with the 
decision to press ahead on 
getting the 13th Amendment 
passed, he pays a late-night 
visit to the sleeping quarters 
of John Hay, a young aide 
(played by Joseph Cross). 

There’s much affec¬ 
tionate thigh-patting and 
hair-tousling. In the scene. 
Hay asked if Lincoln would 
like any “company” that 
night. Which got us to 
wondering: Was that scene 
meant to be seen as a subtle 
nod to the wide-ranging 
theories about Lincoln’s per¬ 
sonal life? 

“You mean was he gay?” 
screenwriter Tony Kushner 
offers back with a grin. “I 
think there’s a great deal of 
reason in the historical rec¬ 
ord to wonder. There’s ab¬ 
solutely nothing definitive,” 
he says. 

“Given the number of 


people in Lincoln’s very 
empyrean realm who were 
probably or definitely 
bisexual at least — Michel¬ 
angelo, Shakespeare, et cet¬ 
era — I’d say there might be 
some theory that one could 
generate that people who 
really are dealing in that 
realm aren’t as limited by 
categories as the rest of us. 
And I think there is some 
evidence. I mean, Carl Sand¬ 
burg said it in 1930. There 
are spots of lavender in Lin¬ 
coln’s early life, is the way 
he put it.” 

Sally Field, for her part, 
is rather particular of Mr. 
Lincoln, probably because 
she spent so long playing his 
wife, Mary Todd Lincoln. “I 
say no he wasn’t,” she says 
with a laugh. 

On a more serious note, 
she explains that back then, 
“men were so much more 
open with their affection for 
each other. Their letters to 
each other were, you know, 
‘My darling, I miss you.’ They 
were extraordinary. ‘I long to 
be in your presence.’ And in 
today’s homophobic world, 
you immediately go to that’s 
where they are. Whether 
that’s where they were or 
whether they dabbled, who 
knew?” 

As far as Kushner — who 
won a Pulitzer Prize for the 
AIDS drama Angels in Amer¬ 
ica — is concerned, this film 
isn’t trying to say one way or 
the other. 

“I think that it’s a mis¬ 


take for historians to err 
on either side,” Kushner ex¬ 
plains. 

“I don’t think we should 
jump into certainty where 
there is no certainty, but I 
also think historians should 
not say, as some have, he 
absolutely wasn’t gay or bi¬ 
sexual. We don’t know, and 
we will never know unless 
somebody discovers some¬ 
thing lying around. 

So the question is for 
me, as Sally just said so 
eloquently at the Human 
Rights Campaign dinner, 
so what? Who cares who 
he wanted to sleep with? 
He was Abraham Lincoln, a 
great president.” 

One thing is for sure 
though, and that’s that dur¬ 
ing the heated political ac¬ 
tion of the movie, Lincoln 
certainly wasn’t getting 
frisky with anyone, male or 
female. 

“In 1865, I feel comfort¬ 
able in saying in January he 
wasn’t getting laid by any¬ 
body,” Kushner says. “He 
was very busy the whole 
time.” 

Sure, but what about the 
scene in question? Even if 
the movie doesn’t want to 
say definitively one way or 
the other if Lincoln was gay, 
was that late-night confab 
meant to be a nod to the 
theories about the sexuality 
of the 16th president? 

Yes, Kushner later con¬ 
fides to Metro. “You’re exact¬ 
ly right.”

Director Betty Thomas neatly 
sums up the benefits of mak¬ 
ing a low-budget online ser¬ 
ies: A lack of high-level med¬ 
dling.

Monday and Friday through 
Nov. 16. 

Shaw “is so spectacular 
in the piece. She came out 
of nowhere for me but really 
works in ways 1 couldn’t have 
imagined,” Thomas said. 

Rachel is “such a hip girl, 
with a voice 1 never heard 
before, certainly a voice I’ve 
never been able to direct be¬ 
fore, a young, free voice.”

Talking about the acivantages of her show 

before turning to directing — 
with the 1997 Howard Stem 
film Private Parts among her 
credits — is equally enthused 
about the veterans behind 
WIGS. 

Launched last March, 
WIGS is the brainchild of 
filmmakers Jon Avnet (Black 
Swan, Fried Green Tomatoes) 
and Rodrigo Garcia (Albert 
Nobbs, TV’s In Treatment).

The programming, includ¬ 
ing original series, short films 
and documentaries, features 
lead female characters and 
stories that the channel vows 
will be provocative.

Natural disinfectants 


Cleaningfor 
the flu season 

Do natural cleaners dis¬ 
infect well enough for flu 
season?

With flu season upon us, 
toxic cleaners can seem 
tempting. But natural al¬ 
ternatives like vinegar will 
usually do the trick. 

Of course, there are ex¬ 
ceptions. (Pseudomonas, 
for example, is a strain of 
bacteria that doesn’t react 
to vinegar and that can be 
problematic for folks with 
cystic fibrosis.) 

If you’re concerned 
about the nitty-gritty, do 
consult a health-care pro¬ 
fessional. 

Assuming you are in 
good overall health, nat¬ 
ural cleaning agents are a 
great choice, even when 
the flu bug strikes. 

The two most effective 
natural disinfectants are 
vinegar and hydrogen per¬ 
oxide. 

White vinegar found 
in most supermarkets is a 
five per cent concentration 
and kills about 80 per cent 
of germs. It’s increasingly 


be diluted to a three per 
cent concentration, which 
is how it’s usually sold in 
pharmacies. 

Store hydrogen perox¬ 
ide in a dark bottle out of 
direct sunlight. 

On their own, vinegar 
and hydrogen peroxide 
are each strong germ kill¬ 
ers. Used in combination, 
they’re even better. 

According to research 
published in Science News, 
this pairing is 10 times 
more effective than dis¬ 
infecting with either sub¬ 
stance alone and more ef¬ 
fective than bleach in the 
kitchen. 

Here’s the catch: Mixing 
them together cuts their 
germ-killing power, but 
using one after the other 
works well. 

So when flu season hits, 
take a one-two approach: 

1. Wash hard surfaces 
with vinegar. 

2. Spray the same sur¬ 
faces with a three per cent 
hydrogen peroxide. 

It doesn’t actually mat¬ 
ter which disinfectant is 
used first, but for best re¬ 
sults, apply one immedi¬ 
ately after the other and 
let the surface dry. (Don’t 
wipe the vinegar or the hy¬ 
drogen peroxide away.) 

Flu season is never fun, 
but at least disinfecting 
to keep the germs at bay 
doesn’t have to be toxic.

effective at higher concen¬ 
trations, so look for seven 
per cent pickling vinegar. 
Buy a couple of bottles and 
stock up! 

Hydrogen peroxide is 
simply water with an extra 
oxygen molecule (H202). 
Unlike chlorine bleach, it 
breaks down into oxygen 
and water and is kind to 
the environment. 

For most applications, 
hydrogen peroxide should

I never really actually under¬ 
stood what dry cleaning 
was until I learned from my 
friend Jeremy Creed that dry 
cleaning has nothing to do 
with dry — but is in fact wet 
— just the opposite of what 
we think about it. 

Clothes that are dry- 
cleaned will not go near 
water, but are in fact trad¬ 
itionally submerged in a dry- 
cleaning liquid. The most 
common of these chemicals 
is perchlorethylene, more 
commonly known as perc. 
Garments are submerged 
in perc for a short period of 
time. 

The chemical removes the 
dirt from the garment and 
the garment is then dried, 
pressed and packaged for the 
customer. 

Today, many dry cleaners 
also use different cleaning 
systems such as the com¬ 
monly knovm wet cleaning 


systems. These actually use 
water in combination with 
different dry cleaning chem¬ 
icals. 

This wet cleaning system 
still isn’t good for ever 3 ffhing, 
but is slowly improving and 
getting better and better 
while becoming increasingly 
popular with professional dry 
cleaning companies. 

Last but not least are the 
home dry cleaning kits. I 
personally have never been 
happy with the results. Par¬ 
ticularly if you have a good 
piece of clothing that is ex¬ 
pensive and a classic item you 
want to keep for many years. 


What makes the dry clean¬ 
er so good at his or her job 
is not just the cleaning por¬ 
tion, but what happens to 
the garment after it has been 
cleaned. This includes steam¬ 
ing, pressing and packaging 
the item so that it stays at its 
very best. 

Finally, I personally 
wouldn’t use dry cleaning 
every day on all of my clothes, 
but there are times when it is 
absolutely necessary to dry- 
clean garments and times 
when it’s not. I say ever 3 ffhing 
in moderation and if you are 
going to pick a dry cleaner, 
make sure they are reputable. 
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Kick things up with spicy 
bites and cooling dips 


“Everyone loves traditional 
cold cooked shrimp around 
a spicy seafood sauce,” write 
Elizabeth Baird and Rose

oil, the lime juice, coriander, 
paprika, cumin, brown sugar, 
salt, oregano and cayenne. 
In a large bowl, evenly coat 
the shrimp with the mixture. 
Cover and marinate at room 
temperature for 20 minutes. 
(Make-ahead: Cover and re¬ 
frigerate for up to 3 hours.) 


3. In a large skillet, heat 
the remaining 2 tsp (10 ml) 
of canola oil over medium- 
high heat. Stir-fry the marin¬ 
ated shrimp until bright pink 
(no longer opaque) and just 
cooked through, 1 to 2 min¬ 
utes. Serve hot. Arrange on 
a platter with the sauce for

Roasted Squash Soup 


“Roasting the squash enhan¬ 
ces its own natural sugars. 
Pancetta, an Itahan bacon that 
is salt-cured but not smoked, 
is now available in the deli 
counters of most supermar¬ 
kets,” write Elizabeth Baird 
and Rose Murray in Canada’s 
Favourite Recipes. 

1. Cut the squash in half, re¬ 
move the seeds and roast, cut- 
side down and covered with 
foil, in a greased or parchment 
paper-lined baking pan in a 
400 F (200 C) oven until tender, 
about 45 minutes. When cool 
enough to handle, scrape the 
flesh from the rind. 

2. Meanwhile, in a large sauce¬ 
pan, cook the pancetta over 
medium heat imtil crisp, about 
5 minutes. With a slotted 
spoon, transfer to paper towels 
to drain. Refrigerate. 

3. In the pan drippings, over 
medium-low heat, cook the on¬ 
ions, garlic, sage and hot pep¬ 
per flakes until the onions are 
veiy soft, about 10 minutes, 
stirring occasionally. Add the 
roasted squash, broth, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Bring to a 
boil, reduce the heat, cover and 


simmer, stirring often, for 20 
minutes for flavours to blend. 

4. Puree in a blender (hold¬ 
ing down the hd) in batches 
or with an immersion blender 
until smooth. 

5. Return to a clean saucepan 
and gently reheat. Taste and 
adjust the seasoning. 

6 . Serve in heated bowls, gar¬ 
nishing each serving with a 
dollop of sour cream, a sprin¬ 
kle of diced tomato and pan¬ 
cetta.

With the NHL currently in 
the midst of another lockout, 
a trip to the Abbotsford Enter¬ 
tainment and Sports Centre 
counts very much as a local 
experience for “The Nuge.” 

“It’s going to be a lot of 
ftm,” said Nugent-Hopkins in 
a phone interview Wednes¬ 
day. “It’s always ftm when 
you can play in front of your 
friends and family.” 

The Oilers’ first-overall 
draft pick in 2011 can’t put a 
specific number on how many 
friends and family will ven¬ 
ture out to the game, but they 
likely won’t be alone. 


• This season the Heat are 
5 -0-0-1 at the Abbotsford 
Entertainment and Sports 
Centre, and are just one 
of four teams in the AHL 
without a regulation loss 
on home ice. The Barons 
are 1-2-0-0 on the road. 


Aside from Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins, the Barons currently 
have three other players from 
B.C. on their roster: White 
Rock’s Colten Teubert, Alder- 
grove’s Cameron Abney and 
Kelowna’s Justin Schultz, who 
turned out to be one of the 
most coveted free agents this 
summer after spending the 
last three years at the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin. 

The Barons also bring Jor¬ 
dan Eberle, who cemented 
himself in world junior cham¬ 
pionship lore for Canada 
thanks to clutch goals against 
Russia in 2009 and the U.S. in 
2010, and Taylor Hall, who 


turns 21 next week and has 
already played two NHL sea¬ 
sons. 

The Barons opened the sea¬ 
son with seven of their first 10 
games at home, and had yet to 
travel to a Canadian market. 

There’s plenty of h 3 ^e 
surrounding their arrival in 
the Fraser Valley. Both games 
against the Heat are expected 
to sell out. 

“Abbotsford will get a real 
taste,” said Nugent-Hopkins, 
who had 18 goals and 52 
points last year with the Oil¬ 
ers. 

He has three goals and 10 
points in nine games for the 
Barons. 

Of course, it’s highly like¬ 
ly that if it weren’t for the 
lockout, Nugent-Hopkins — 
as well as Eberle, Hall and 
Schultz — would be playing 
with the Oilers. 

For now, that’s out of his 
control. 

“I’ve definitely been keep¬ 
ing updated on the lockout, 
but it’s tough when you’re in 
the middle of a season,” he 
said. 


Talks go long for 
2 nd straight day 

With a snowstorm in Man¬ 
hattan making it feel like 
hockey season on Wednes¬ 
day night, the NHL and NHL 
Players’ Association held 
another long bargaining 
session in a bid to get the 
game back on the ice. 

The top negotiators 
spent more than five hours 
discussing revenue sharing 
and the “make whole” pro¬ 
vision and were expected 
to continue with those 
topics when talks resumed 
Thursday. 

Bargaining has taken on 
a new level of urgency this 
week. Privately, ffie sides 
acknowledged that they 
are engaged in meaningful 
back-and-forth negotiations 
for the first time, which 
helps explain their decision 
to meet in an imdisclosed 
location and refrain from 
making public comments 
afterwards. 

On Wednesday night, 
neither the NHL or NHLPA 
gave an update on progress. 

The lengthy meetings 
seemed to suggest a push 
was on to save as much 
of the disrupted season 
as possible. Once a CBA is 
eventually ratified, a source 
indicated it would hkely 
be 10 days before the puck 
could be dropped on mean¬ 
ingful games — a span that 
would see players given 
three days to report to their 
teams and seven days for 
training camp.
